The third mark of this Church is Eccle⸗ 
ſtaſticall diſcipline, which ſtandeth in admo⸗ 
mtion and cozrection ot faults. The finall 
end whercof is Excommunication by the con 
ſent of the Church determined, if the offen- 
der be obſtinate. And beſides this Er 
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Kicall Diſcipline J acknowledge to belong 
to this Church a politicke Magiſtrate, who 
miniſters [fo every man Juitic 
e good, and puniſhing:
